Frank A. Munsey’s Wealth 
May Go to Associates 


Rich Magazine Owner Had 
Few Near Relatives 


Estate Estimated at From 
$25,000,000 to $40,000,000 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

REW YORK, Dec. 23.—Various 
estimates of the size of ‘the late 
Publisher Frank A. Munsey'’s for- 
tune, ranging from $25,000,000 to 
$40,000,000 were made yesterday 
by men conversant in a general 
way with his holdings. His close 
associates, however, refused to d/s- 
close how much he left or the 
manner of its disposition. 


With few relatives to whom he 
could leave his wealth, the im- 
preasion is that those closest to 
him in business life would inherit 
his enterprises which constituted 
the major part of the fortune. His 
business interests, though not di- 
versified, were large. His chief 
imterest was the Frank A. un- 
sey Company of which he was 
president and virtually the sole 
owner. 

The Munsey Company was the 
concern which published his mag- 
azines, the Munsey Magazine. The 
Argosy -Al!-S8tory Weekly and 
Fiynn'’s, a detective story maga- 
zine which was brought out only 
a year ago. It was this company 
which became the holding cor- 
poration for his newspaper prop- 
erties. It was capitalized at %195,- 
000.000 and had no funded debt, 
the result of his policy to finance 
his undertakings himself. 


OWNED CHAIN STORES 


Another of his holdings was the 
Mohican Company, a corporation 
operating a chain of large grocery 
and provision stores in New En- 
giand, New York State and Penn- 
syivania. This company Was cap- 
italized at $3,000,000. 

His property in New London, 
Ct.. was estimated at $1,500,000, 
including the Mohican Hotel, 
fashionable summer place which 
he built nearly thirty years ago. In 
addition to the hotel he owned the 
Plan Bullding a large business 
biock in New London. 

Mr. Muneey was the owner of 
the Munsey Trust Company of 
Washington, D. C., and he was 

ident and director of the 
uitable Building Company of 
Washington. In New York he was 
president and director of the One- 
Fifty Nassau Street Corporation 
and a director of the Nationa! 
Surety Company. 

In recent years Mr, Munsey hed 
left the management of his busi- 
ness properties largely in the 
hands of W. T. Dewart, the vice- 
president and general manager of 
the Frank A. Munsey Company. It 
was Dewart who took charge of 
affairs yesterday, following hie 
death. It Was generally believed 
he would provide that be 
retained in the management of 
his holdings regardless of the dis- 
pesition of the ownership.

The Japanese and Pritish, asso- 
ciated with Justice Johneon, found 
no laxity tn the conduct of thee 
officials and concluded that no oth- 
er course than the one pursued 
was possible.

Conditions Demoralized 
When Loans Were Made 


{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—De- 
spite demoralized conditions pre- 
vailing when loans were made, the 
War Finance Corporation expects 
to be able to return to the govern- 


ment its entire origina] capital, 
together with an amount approx!i- 
mating the cost to the government 
of the money. This is asserted 
in the annual report of the corpo- 
ration, now in process of liquida- 
tion, made public today. The re- 
| port reviews its record since its 
creation in 1918 as part of the 
program of war finance. 

| Advances since that date have 
aggregated $689,71§,000, of which 
| $306,771,000 was loaned under 
| war powers, $85,001,000, for export 
purposes and $297,943,.000 for ag- 
ricultural and live-stock purposes. 
Of the total advanced $36,812,000 
in principal was outstanding on 
the corporation's books on Novem- 
‘ber 30, last. compared with $62, 
| 623,000 on November 30, 1924. 


EARNINGS NOT PROFIT 

“The corporation's earnings on 
November 30, last, aggregated 
$63,170,000, but it must not be as- 
sumed that thig represents a prof- 
it to the government,” says the 
report, which is signed by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon, ex-of- 
ficio chairman, and Eugene Meyer, 
managing director. 

“The capital of the corporation 
was furnished by the Treasury and 
in determining the result of the 
corporation's operations it is prop- 
er Qo take into account the cost 
to the government of these funda. 

“That the losses will be small 
in comparison with the total loans 
made by the corporation, seems 
cléar, aw 94.6 per cent of the ag- 
gregate ammount advanced had been 
repaid November 30, last, and 
much the greater part of the out- 
standing balance of $36,812,000 
undoubtedly will be collected. 


RESULT GRATIFYING 

“The closest estimate that can 
be made at this time of the re- 
sult of the corporation's opera- 
tions is that when its business 
has been finally liquidated it will 
have returned to the Treasury the 
original capital and a sum which 
will approximately equal the cost 
of the government of the money 
used by it; in other words, the 
corporation's income from interest 
on loans and investments in gov- 
ernment securities will, after de- 
G4ucting operating expenses and 
losses, approximately reimburse 
the Treasury for the cost of the 
funds furnished by it. 

“This result, if accomplished, 
will be gratifying, particularly in 
view of the demoralized conditions 
that existed when the corporation 
was authorized to extend aasistance 


and live-stock industries.”’

The attack was laid to an argu- 
ment over a traffic jam between 
the occupants of the car which 
Shannon was sald to have driven 
and those in a car driven by Roy 
Keuhnes, who had given Black- 
more a lift. . 

Testimony was gtven by Autopsy 
Surceon Wagner, Keuhnes

car. 

Justice Baird held that even if 
it was proven that Shannon had 
driven the car there was nothing 
to show thet he had anything to 
do with the crime in stopping at 
a street corner, while other occu- 
pants leaped out and committed 
en assault.

L ET THE FACTS COME OUT 

Seldom has an American municipality 
found itself facing so serious a condition 
as that implied in the grave and specific 
charges brought against the city and county 
law enforcement officers of Los Angeles by 
the Governor of the State in connection 
with the parole of the arch-criminal, B. A. 
Hutchings. 

Richardson, in his findings now be 
fore the county grand jury. for investiga 
tion, has brought direct accusations against 
the District Attorney's office that command, 
and no doubt will receive, a thorough sift- 
ing by that judicially appointed body.

rectors that the said E. A. Hutchings 
was entitlefi to parole at the tline when 
said board granted such parole to EL 
A. Hutchiggs. 


Certainly our city will not be satisfied 
until the following even more empliiatic ac 
cusation has received a thorough investi- 
gation from the grand jury in the interest 
of justice not only to the accuser, but 
equally to the accused. 

That he (Hutchings) had been gullty 
of bribery of such officers and had 
knowingly, unlawfully and feloniously 
theretofore entered into an agreement 
and conspiracy with such officers 
whereby the said Hutchings agreed to 
give to the said officers a certain per- 
centage of his ill-gotten gains, through 
his unlawful operations; as aforesaid, 
in return for protection on the part of 
said law-enforcement officers in this, 
that they agreed not to arrest the said 
E. A. Hutchings or his associates in 
crime, and to assist in the miscarriage 
of justice with respect to the apprehen- 
sion and prosecution of the said E. A. 
Hutchings and any persons connected 
with him in unlawful operations, as 
aforesaid. 

The Times has no comment to offer as 
to the facts or the 
dictment that. strikes the administration of 
law in this community at its vital source 
To discover this and to act on that discov-

Before this major 
necessity the fate of any individual counts 
as nothing. 


TALY AS AN EMPIRE a 
Benito Mussolini, Premier and dictator 
of Italy, has been telling newspaper corre- 
spondents of bis dream of an Italian em- 
pire. His words thrill the hearts of the 
descendants of the greatest of imperial 
peoples in ancient annals and cause the 
whole world to look with new interest to 
Italy and her ambition to reinstate herself 
as a mighty political power. Of course, the 
scheme includes expansion, though not 
through conquest, as all other great em- 
pires hdve expanded, for the Locarno pact 
lays a strict inhibition upon such a course. 
That Italy contemplates peaceable expan- 
sion is implied by Mussolini's recent utter- 
ances, among them this very significant 
one: 
History is not without examples of 
peaceful agreements and partitionings 
through which powers arrived at a 
firmer and more just equilibrium of 
their forces and safeguarded the peace 
and tranquillity of their peoples. I am 
confident that Italy will not lack the 
means, when oceasion arises, of ob- 
taining, through compromises and 
agreements, the portion due her. 
Mussolini says that other nations would 
assume a grave responsibility in raising 


jany obstinate resistance to Italy’s moder- 


ate aspirations, which are only directed to 
gauge her future as a great power. 

“Empire” is a word of varied meaning, 
though one naturally thinks of it as refer- 
ring to a broad territory governed by an 
emperor. Mussolini applies it to Italy as 
being the expression of an “attitude of 
mind.” Akin to this is the exposition of 
the term found in Zenobia: “Empire has 
no natura! limit, but is as broad as the 
genius that can devise and the power that 
can ‘win.” Nobody doubts the genius of 
Mussolini or his power to win. If be con- 
fines his imperialistic activities to a mere 
attitude of mind all will be well for the 
peace of the world. But Napoleon's dream 
of empire proceeded from an attitude of
